An  event  in  tlic  Iiistory  nf  a  fnhiily  .-o  unusual  as  a 
"Guillen  "W'eddiiiLi,-''  is  ealeulaieil,  c~'.ieeially  A\'I;ere  tin- 
parties  are  the  recijiicnis  of  tlu^  lnvf  and  venoratinu  o( 
an  extended  cirele  uf  frii'iids,  to  awak^'U  an  enihusiasni 
that  must  extend  unaljaud  to  the  niu.~i  reniute  Ijorder 
of  that  eirele. 

Under  an  indiioiiec  such  as  this,  the  inuncdiato 
family  of  IJenjaniin  and  Jane  I'riee  entered  upon  tlie 
year  IsiGT.  It  was  t^  witne-.--  the  fifiietli  return  of  the 
anniversary  of  their  niarriau'c,  and,  should  lift.'  Ije 
spared,  it  was  iitting'  that  their  dr.-ci'U'lants,  relatives, 
and  friends  shoidd  meet  in  a  joyuil  reunion  upon  an 
Occasion  so  rari-  and  so  int.  re^tin-T. 

Circumstances  seemed  to  render  it  jn'oper  that  the 
house  uf  their  ^ou  Jaco'i.  in  "\Ve~t  Clie.-ter,  Pa.,  .-hould 
lie  the  scene  of  this  i.;ilher;;i_u',  aiid  to  dcv.ilve  upon 
himself  and  wife  the  ]>ica-i;ii:- duty  of  luiiiLr  ihe  lio,-t 
and  liostess  uf  llie  (»i-ca>ion.     .\iT..rdiii,i:ly,  cai'ly  in  liie 
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fifth  month  invitations  were  issued  to  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  of  the  relatives  and  friends,  enibraeinir 
representatives  fr^ni  Euriipe,  Calif^irnia,  New  \  ork, 
Nev.-  Jersey,  J*eiin>ylvania,  ])elaware,  ^Maryland, 
Oliio,  ]\Iissouri,  Kansas,  and  Iowa.  Ten  of  this  num- 
ber had  l)een  present  at  the  marria.u-e  of  our  j)arents. 
It  was  the  ori,uinal  design  to  inelude  all  the  relatives 
by  blood  aiid  marriage,  but  it  was  soon  fuund  that  this 
Avould  render  the  company  so  large  as  to  sacrifice  the 
comfort  of  many  older  persuus  whose  presence  was 
especially  desired.  It  was  therefure  decided  to  invite 
merely  rej»re.^entatives  from  the  second  and  third  gen- 
erations of  relatives. 

Interest  in  the  event  was  not  confined  to  tho.-e  who 
were  to  be  the  gue.-ls.  U})on  every  hand  were  evi- 
dences of  warm  love  and  enthusiastic  interest.  Let- 
ti'rs,  flowers,  and  other  tokens  were  sent  in  jjrufusion. 
Volunteers  of  assistance  were  nut  wanting.  Among 
those  whose  ready  hands  and  correct  ta-te  lightened 
the  task  of  prei)aration  may  be  named  llaimah  and 
llachel  I'axson,  I'hoebe  J.  and  Lydia  W.  ll<iuse, 
Alice  raschall.  Sue  J.,  Sara  J.,  and  Sally  H.  Trice, 
Alice  J.  "Wilson,  and  Capt.  Jos.  K.  Thomas. 

The  eventful  day  arrived — one  of  the  most  Ijeauti- 
ful  uf  early  summer.  All  nature  wa^^  fi'i'>h  and  joy- 
ous. Clouds  there  were,  but  ju.-l  enough  to  temjjer 
the  heat  of  the  .<un.  As  the  hour  drew  near,  neigh- 
bors  anil    cili/CeUS    seemed    tu   catch    the    .~pirit   of    the 


occasion,  and  ponirlit  tlu^  priviloo-o  of  lookiiiir  in  upon 
the  decorations.  The  nppuiiitod  Iiour  fitmnl  the  wlmlo 
company  a.-seuihh'd,  and  very  snon  nftcr.  thi'  venerated 
coni)]e,  witii  step  \'rt  firm  and  eia-tie,  enti'rcd  the  wrll- 
filied  rooms,  preecih'd  liy  three  little  Ln-anddauuhters, 
Ilachcl  L.  P.  and  Anna  M  AVilson,  and  Raehel  L. 
J'rice,  Jr.,  and  folluwed  by  their  surviviny'  children 
and  their  partners  I'erf'eet  silence  inmiediately  en- 
sued,— even  little  children  eaui^dit  the  Sdlrmnity  of  the 
occasion,  and,  as  if  l)y  instinct,  cea.--ed  theii-  prattle. 

After  a  season  of  impressive  silenee  the  vuice  of  our 
mother  was  heard,  sayincr:  "It  is  Lfood  to  be  here. 
It  is  good  to  be  surrounded  by  i)nli.~lied  friends  and 
dear  relations.  And  better  still — to  feid  a  sen.'iljlo 
evidence  of  Divine  goodness  around  and  s})read  over 
us  as  a  canopy,  inspirinu-  our  souls,  I  tru^t,  with  grati- 
tude and  praise,  the  Charity  that  never  faileth,  and  the 
IIojic  that  enters  within  the  veil,''  etc. 

Another  silence  endued,  when  the  folh^wing  declara- 
tion was  signed  by  oiu'  jjarents,  ami  then,  with  the  ac- 
companying testimony  (whieh,  during-  tin'  afternonu, 
Avas  signeil  by  all  present),  was  read  by  their  grandson, 
IJenjamin  P.  "Wilson.

yet  Icr-s  iicaceiul,  whirh,  under  the  dircctidn  of  a  leafier 
disliiiLrui>hr(.l  hy  the  same  industry  and  trnariry  v\' 
i)urpnse,  ^V(•re  >o  suece.~~ful  in  di.-hidLiiiiLr  the  ciicmy 
that  had  snuLilit,  in  the  inlcre.-t  ol'  .-lavery.  to  ^vre^t 
from  us  a  hir^c  part  nf  dui'  national  e>tali-. 

"Your  hdiiii-.-  uimu  the  old  hoiiicstrad  were  iioi  mi  — 
directed.  Waste  jdaees  and  Lndlii's  di.-apjiearod  ;  liai'e 
fudds  ji-ave  ]dace  to  rich  virdiiri/ ;  the  nuirk^  of  a  eul- 
tivatftl  tastt;  \\ryr  seen  upon  (■\cry  liand  ;  and  althoui:h 
all  has  ])vv\i  alit'nalcd  from  yonr-clves  and  your  de- 
secndants,  yet  the  litlh.-  ehaniiTs  that  have  licen  made 
hy  your  entcr]iri-in,L;-  succr-.-ors  attest  the  i)erfeetii:>n 
to  "W'hieh  you  had  l.irouLiht  tin.'  wholo  c-late. 

"The  sueces.-ive  chanii-cs  of  rho  hou-tdioM  addrd, 
doubtless,  to  your  eares  as  well  a~  joys;  and  wlx'U  the 
quirt  came  to  1)l'  firoken  hy  the  ])rattle  of  children  (as 
the  first  are  jirovcrhially  had),  th(^  carts  douhtless 
jn'epondfrated.  Tho  lairr  aeee.-sion.-,  however,  must 
so  liavo  swelled  the  ,/"//x  that  tlie  former  were  lost 
sight  of.

.Vll  w  ho  were  left  you  then  are  here  to-day  to  ,i;-rcet 
you,  and  each  has  Ijronght  you  another  child,  to  jdin 
in  that  greetini;'  with  a  love  no  Ic-s  eai'nc-t  and  true 
than  that  which  lills  the  hearts  of  yoiu-  own  (jtlVprinL:-. 

"Thirl<'en  p-randchildreu  ci»n~tit  ute  the  llnidv,  all  of 
Avliom  save  nnc — ihe  eldest — ai'e  here  around  you,  and, 
us  if  to  conijilete  your  iionor,-  I'or  tlu'  ])resenl  occasion, 
a  great-,u'rand>i»n  has  very  recently  ai'ri\"ed  upon  the 
staj^'c  of  iM'ini:'.

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"Your  'fifty  v«'OV>'  of  ninrrinl  lit".'  hnvo  Iteon  sinc-u- 
Inrly  Mcs^rd.  You  hiive  not.  it  is  true,  ncruinulatrd 
wcaltli,  but  you  huvc  'laiil  uj.  tivji-urc  in  llravcn.' 
Y'ou  have  always  had  <-nou,-h,  and  liavc  been  spavcd 
the  cares  and  tnuptation.-  of  virho-.  Peath,  as  \vr  have 
seen,  has  but  twice  entered  youv  inunciliaie  Iiousehcdd. 
Parents,  and  lirothers,  and  sisters  liuve,  it  is  true, 
passed  away,  but  it  has  generally  luen  at  an  age  and 
under  circiinistanees  that  much  reduced  the  pang  at 

parting. 

"Y'uur  children  have  all  settled  m-:iv  you,  and  with 
surroundings,  at  least,  comfortable  to  yuur  feelings. 
It  is  true  there  have  been  long  and  painful  sepnra- 
ti(His.  Two  of  your  s„iis— at  the  expense,  doubtless, 
of  severe  mental  anguish  on  your  part,  but  neverthe- 
less in  strict  conformity  with  your  oft-reprated  injunc- 
tion to  all  your  children,  'to  attend  to  the  pointings 
of  duty  in  their  own  hearts'— faced,  for  three  years, 
the  dangers  of  the  field,  and  rendered  eflicirnt  service 
in  securing  the  blc-sings  of  fn-eihim  to  the  whole  race.

Ytiii  Ii;iv(^  over  lalini'cd  to  di-- 
chara-t"  faitht'iillv  yom-  wluili'  duty  in  life,  i-piM-ially  to 
your  eliiMi'rii.  TIm'  inward  ]>raci_"  that  attt-nd.-  .-nrh  a 
life  iiui-l  1)1'  yours,  and  yair-  the  reward  at  la.-t  uf 
'Well  d(»ne,  ,l;-'hm1  and  faithful  .-rrvant^,  cuter  ye  into 
the  jnys  (if  yniir  Lord.' 

"And  niav  we  wIk^  have  heeii  lile>.-ed  with  sueh 
parents  be  su  nuudful  of  their  example  and  teai/hin-- 
that  a  like  reward  will  he  our.-,  and  that  we  nniy  he  'a 
fanuly  united  eternally  in  Heaven.'" 

Our  uncle  I'lli  K.  Price  then  read  the  fullowing 
address: 


"We  are  ,--athered  to  celehrate  a  'Gulden  Weddint::' 
an  event  nf  unusual  occurrence:  mie  whiidi  -h.iuld  in- 
duce L;-rateful  feelini^'s  toward-  Him  who  is  the  (Jiver 
and  rr(jtector, of  all  life,  and  who  ha.-  .-^o  long-  preserved 
thi^  hap}ty  union. 

"In  their  voutli,  as  now  remendiered  by  hut  few  of 
us,  the,-e,  our  heloved  brother  and  si.-ter,  pli,i;-hted 
their  hiith  to  each  other,  and  on  their  marria-'e-day 
prond.-ed,  in  the  Lord's  pre-enee,  with  the  Divine 
as.-i>tance,  to  be  unt(j  each  oihrr  faithful  and  lovin.ir. 
as  hu-band  ami  wife,  until  (h-alh  should  separate  them. 
And  now,  for  half  a  coniury,  with  the  Idvine  aid  and 
their  mutual  love,  they  ha\ c  failhfidly  kcjil  iheir.-;i^ 
cred    vow.-.      ]:-.-enlial    to    each    other,    their    mutual 
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attention?  and  alTootions  have  boon  tlio  pourcc  of  recip- 
rocal coniiVirt  and  coa<cli'>s  happiness. 

"Trials  have  llioy  Ijorno, — as  all  Avho  livo  this  lift- 
must    have    trials, —  ami    their   warm    atlVetions    and 
religious  sym]»alhios  jiave  cau-i'd  tlu-m  to  iiarticii^ate 
lar2,-ely   in   the    trials   and    sorrows   of   othors.     Thoy 
did  not  escai)e  the  g-rcat   sorrow  that  cmcs  to  parents 
who,  in  the  reverse  order  of  naturo,  Iniry  th-ir  elnl- 
dren.     But  beloved  danuhter  and  .-ons  have  lived  to 
perform  toward  thoni  lilial  duii^'S  that  are  thoir  jd^as- 
ures,  and  to  surround  ihmi  with  thr  children  of  their 
children.     They  had  the  severe  trials  of  parting  with 
sons  who  felt  bound,  by  a  senr-e  of  duly,  to  incur  great 
hardships  and  perils  in  defence   of  their  country  and 
o-overnment,  through  years   of   great   national   trials.

Tin  ir  lifr  and  their  uninn 
liave  ever  bi'cii  cahii,  iM^autiful.  and  lih'-.--c(l  ;  and  as 
their  past  years  iiave  heeii,  so  we  pray  the-  (liver  of  all 
gfxjd,  that  their  future  may  Vie,  jieaeeful,  serene,  hope- 
ful, and  joyous,  until  tludr  ha}ipines5  shall  be  consum- 
mated in  immortality. 

"  Ix<'currini;'  to  <iur  wide-hranidiini:  aneestry  frrmi  the 
settlement  of  the  PiM.)vinee,  and  thence  traeimi-  them, 
there  liave  occurred  l>ut  two  prior  instances,  known  to 
us,  of  marriau'es  continuing:'  unbroken  until  the  tifiieth 
ainiiversary  day.  .Vlj)honsii>  and  Abii^-ail  Kirk,  until 
near  the  end  of  the  fifty-third  }"ear;  I'liilip  and  Jlaelud 
Price  so  lived  lil\v-two  year>  ami  ^ouie  months;  luit 
tlie  luarria.LZ'c  of  his  parents,  Phili}i  and  llanmih  Priet\ 
was  sevtTed  by  her  decea-e  four  days  b.'fjre  the  fiftieth 
anniver^ary.  Yet  were  they  L'enerally  iiersons  of 
sound  health  and  louizevity,  and  all  tem}M'rate  and  of 
virtuous  lives  ;  ami  our  jiarent>  Inul  .-i-ters  and  brotliers 
who  enjoyed  an  uida'okea  coiijuiial  relation  for  more 
than  half  a  century.

During  un  interval  in  the  exercises  the  faniiliiu*  voice 
of  our  venerable  friend,  Ann  1'.  Jackson,  was  heard 
saying',  "that  it  Avas  said  by  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  when  in  that  prcjiared  bodv  in 
which  he  had  come  to  do  his  Heavenly  Latlirr's  will. 
'Except  a,  man  deny  himself,  and  take  u})  his  daily 
cross  and  follow  me,  he  cannot  be  my  discii)le.' 

"Now  my  dear  friends,  do  we  not  all  lielieve  that  we 
must  all  come  to  be  of  the  nundjer  of  this  self-denying 
people  before  we  are  i)repared  to  be  of  the  numljer  of 
the  pure  in  heart?  Then  is  it  not  true  that  there  is 
but  the  one  i)ure  religion  in  the  universe  ?  Tlu'ri-fore 
'Blessed  ar(^  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God.' 

"The  Good  Father  so  loved  ihv  world  that  'he  gave 
his  only  l)egotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believed  on  him 
should  be  saved.'" 

The  company  then  began  to  oiler  congratulations  to 
the  venerated  coujile,  whose  countenances  seemed  to 
glow  with  the  j'lyous  enthusiasm  of  youth,  and  soon 
all  was  a  scene  of  unrestrained  social  converse.  The 
signing  of  tlie  Testimonv  occupied  the  attention  for  a 
short  period,  after  which  the  repast  claimed  and  re- 
ceived its  due  share  of  notice. 

This  disposed  of,  the  afternoon  was  passed  most 
pleasantly.  The  (dd  ami  the  young,  the  grave  and  the 
gay  alike  gave  themsidvt's  up  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
occasion.  Some  of  the  younger  ones  engaged  in  the 
fascinating  game  of  croquet,  whicli  was  interrupted  f  »r 
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a  time  by  the  oxcitemeut  of  cuttiiiir  a  cake,  appropri- 
ately decorated  and  containing;  a  rinL--,  whicii  was  i)re- 
scnted  by  our  cousin  Henrietta  P.  AVriirht,  whose  fun- 
loving  propensity  it  seems  luid  not  failed  her  u])on  this 
occasion. 

Among-  tlie  many  useful  mementos  left  l)y  friends 
to  remind  our  parent?  of  this  hapjiy  day  was  a  very 
unique  and  neatly  executed  diagram  of  the  ^Icetings 
composing  the  Quarters  of  Cain,  Concord,  and  West- 
ern, by  Ilalliday  Jackson,  wliich  we  i)artieidarize  on 
account  of  the  following-  apposite  lines  which  were 
written  on  the  back  of  it:

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Amid  the  general  onjoyineiit  there  -was  one  circuni- 
staneo  that  cast  a  .shade  of  gloom  over  the  hearts  of 
several  of  the  company — tlie  intelligence  of  the  sud- 
den death  of  Dr.  .I()^Illla  Stewart,  of  riiiladclidiia,  who 
was  one  of  the  gromnsnien  at  the  nnirriage  of  our 
])arcnts,  and  Avlmse  presence  at  this  ihuv,  after  nniny 
years  of  separation,  was  hxikcd  for  with  L^'cat  interest. 

It  "Was  also  the  source  of  much  regrrt  that  the  only 
surviving  bridesmaid,  Sarah  Lukens  (formerly  rhi]nis), 
was  not  present,  owing  to  the  misdirection  of  her  note 
of  invitation. 

During  the  afternoon  the  conijiany  was  photographed 
by  C.  Alfred  Garret,  with  fair  succc-s,  although  some 
circumstances  operated  against  its  completene.-s. 

Time  sped  ra})idly,  and  the  parting  hour  came  too 
quickly.  The  guests  were  loath  to  separate,  and  the 
shades  of  evening  had  gathered  bet'ore  the  last  had 
witlidrawn. 

Thus  closed  the  "  Golden  A\'edtliiig''  of  our  }iarcnts — 
an  event  in  its  anticipati(ni  most  in.-piring,  in  its  frui- 
tion a  happy  success,  and  in  its  remeniijranee  one  of 
those  "things  of  beauty  that  are  a  joy  forever." 

The  *ancestry  of   Benjamin  and  Jane  Trice,  from 


*  The  f;icts  coiuiected  ^vitll  the  iui((\-.try  of  IJcnjaiiiin  Price

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the  earliest  period  to  wliicli  it  can  lie  traced  with  clear- 
ness, apjjcar  upon  all  sides,  to  have  l>rcn  exeniplary 
nienibers  of  tho  Rcli.ci'iou-  Society  <:if  Friends, — a  fact 
that  we  must  accept  as  sati.-facturv  pniuf,  that  tlicy  in 
the  main  possosscd  those  personal  charact<'ri>tics  wliich 
rendered  them  kind  friends,  good  citizens,  and  humble- 
minded  Chri.-tians. 

The  first  of  our  stock  on  the  paternal  side,  who  came 
to  this  country,  was  Philip  Prii-e,  the  a'reat-aTeat-'-ireat- 
grandfather  of  llenjamin  Price.  He  came  "with  the 
first  Welsh  settlers,  but  in  old  age.''  The  exact  date 
does  not  appear,  but  it  was  not  far  from  1G90.  He 
settled  first  in  Ilaverford,  Delaware  C'lunty.  In  lO'.iT 
he  purchased  of  ]-'rancis  llawle,  ler  £135.  in  .-ilver 
currency,  one  thousand  acres  of  laml  in  Plymouth. 
then  Philadeliihia  County,  now  ?>I(jntgoinery.  His 
wife  came  with  him,  but  neither  her  name  nor  the  date 
of  her  death  have  been  traced.  He  married  his  second 
and  youthful  wife,  ?ilargaret  (who  was  a  Mor'^'anj.  at 
the  age  of  eighty-five.  He  died  in  lT2iJ,  at  the  age  of 
ninety-seven. 

Isaac  Price — the  son  of  the  preceding — was,  on  tlie 
fourth  day  of  first  month,  lO'.H'.,  married  to  Su-an 
Shoemaker.      She    \\'as    one    uf   the    (Jei'inan    Friends 


pul)lishe(l  ill  IsiVl  ]<y  Eli  K.  rriic.  Tln.-.j  in  pfLcnrd  to  tho 
aiicistry  of  Jane  I'ricc  ^^•(,■re  furni-lu'd  j-riiicij  ally  liy  Ii'T 
brelhrr,  TlKium-  Pa\-un. 
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from  Crcslieini,  in  tlic  ralatiiiatc,  on  llic  riglit  bank  of 
tlie  rvliinc,  l)i'I()\v  Ilridrlljcr^^.  This  Isaac  Trice  died 
before  his  father,  in  1101. 

Isaac  Price,  the  second  son  of  the  above,  married 
"on  the  tentli  day  of  fuurth  niontii,  called  Juni',  ITiiO," 
Margaret,  dauyliter  of  Henry  antl  Mary  Lewis,  of 
llaverford. 

Henry  Lewis,  grandfather  of  Margaret  Lewis,  came 
from  Xaraljeth,  in  Pendjruke,  AN'ales,  and  settkd  in 
ILiverford  in  1082.  lie  was  one  of  the  "Peace 
Makers"  for  the  Connty  of  IMiiladelphia.  This  office 
was  created  by  .\ct  of  Assembly,  at  the  second  .-fusion 
in  the  Province.  Their  tluty  w  as  to  determine  matters 
in  litigation,  sultject  to  appeal  to  the  court,  and,  as  the 
name  imports,  in  an  advisory  manner  to  reconcile  par- 
ties and  discourage  litigation. 

William  Pcnn,  in  his  letter  of  1CS3  to  the  Society  of 
Free  Traders,  says  :  "To  prevent  lawsuits,  there  are 
three  peace-makers  chosen  l)y  every  county  court,  in 
the  nature  of  common  arbitrators,  to  hear  and  end  dif- 
ferences betwixt  ]nan  and  man."  It  was  an  institution 
calculated,  certainly,  to  advance  the  interests  of  Con- 
testants, douljtless  Injwever,  at  the  exi)ense  of  those  of 
the  legal  i»rofession. 

Philip  I'rice,  son  of  the  la.-t-mcnti(Micd  Isaac  :ind 
Margaret  Price,  was  born  in  Plymouth,  on  the  fifth  of 
eleventh  month,  1730,  anil  lived  to  an  advanced  aire,  in 
])arby,  Didaware  County.     At  this  place  he  was  ]nar- 
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rifil,  on  the  thirteenth  of  fifth  month,  IT.')-:,  to  Hannah 
Bonsall.  V>v  a  statement  dat«Ml  Ihinl  month  fuur- 
tceiitli,  180'.),  and  si.u'nc'd  l>y  liims.df,  it  ap[M'ars  tliat  his 
father  died  of  small-pnx  in  fourth  munth,  173S;  his 
onlv  sister  about  tho  same  time,  of  the  same  disease; 
his  mother,  a  month  after,  of  consumption;  and  his 
only  hrother,  Isaae,  died  a  few  years  lat.'r,  so  that,  to 
use  his  own  words,  ^'I  was  h:ft  alone,  there  lieing-none 
of  the  name  of  Price,  descended  from  my  great-grand- 
father, besides  my  self  and  children." 

At  the  period  of  the  Revolution  he  was  a  farmer  and 
ijrazier  at  the  ]>on.-all  place,  in  Kingsessin,<r.  Under 
date  of  twelfth  month  twenty-second,  ITTT,  he  states 
that  General  Howe  took  up  his  h('ad(piarters  at  his 
liouse  and  stayed  until  the  twenty-eighth,  and  gives  the 
following  statement  of  his  loss  by  the  Briti:^h  army:

w»si,ins,„„.  1820:^70 

Hannah  Trice's  ,t;-ran(li)areTits,  Richard  and  ^fary 
]]onsall,  came  from  Derhysliiro,  En,L!-land.  ahout  tiic 
year  1G82.  JTcr  fatlicr,  ]5cnjamin  Boiisall,  Avas  horn 
at  Darl)y  on  third  of  eleventh  nionth,  IGST,  and  died 
on  the  first  of  sixth  month,  IToS.  She  was  liuricd  on 
the  tentli  day  of  iiftli  montli,  1802,  witliin  Hirer  days 
of  the  fiftietli  anniversary  of  their  marriage.  Her  hus- 
band lived  until  tlu^  seventeenth  of  nintli  month,  1811. 
]>oth  were  interred  in  the  burial  .i^-round  of  the  Old 
Hill  .Aleeting-  House  at  Darby. 

rhilip  Price,  the  third  child  of  the  la.-t-mentioned 
I'hilii)  and  Hannah  Trice,  and  our  father's  father,  was 
born  at  Kinysessiny  on  the  eighth  <)f  first  iiK.nth,  ITG-t. 
The  m\me  was  C(,>ntinued  to  him  through  but  a  single 
nuile  representative  in  each  generation  freisi  the  fir^t 
settlers. 

On  the  twentieth  of  tenth  month,  1784,  he  nmrried 
Rachel,  daughter  of  William  Kirk,  of  Ta.-t  Xantmeal, 
Chester  Co.,  Ta.  They  renuiined  three  years  with  his 
father  in  King.-es^ing  (during  which  time  thi'y  had  two 
ehildrenj.  tluMi  four  years  on  a  farm  he  }iurehased  in 
We>t  Nantmeal.  Che.-ter  Co.,  where  two  niMn- children 
were  born.  He  then,  in  ll'.ll,  purelia-ed  a  jilantation 
(ifalioul  three  hundred  acre>  in  Mas!  IJradford,  between 
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West  Chester  and  tho  IJrandywiiu',  wh.rr  all  the 
others,  includln-  all  thrir  eliil.lr.u  now  livii.,-  vvere 
born,  in  th.  ol<l  l.unK-tra.l.  at  ihi~  .lal.  >till  ^uuidiuy: 
and  occupi.'d  by  his  grand.on,  Philip  Pax.on,  who 
durin-  tl.r  luvsrnt  srason  has  cv^Tlrd  a  n.nv  mansion, 
about'firty  yanls  to  th.  north.a.t  of  the  sito  of  th.  ^.Id 

one.

Philip  and  P.aehel  Priee  liv.d  at  thi<  place  until 
1818,  whon  thoy  towk  ehar-o  .>f  W.st  Town  Poardin- 
School  a.  Suporint.ndont^.  and  wh.ro  thoy  romainod 
untU  1830.  Thoy  thru  r.  niovod  to  Wc^t  Clu-tor  and 
founded  a  boardin-  scl.onl  tor  girl-,  whirh.  under  their 
administration,  and  afterward-  that  of  their  daughter, 
Hannah  P.  Pavis.had  an  uninterrupted  career  of  pro.s- 
pcrity  and  usefulnes.-,  for  t\venTv-tw<i  years. 

Philip  Price  was  prominent  as  a  mend)er  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  in  tl.e  interests  of  agriculture 
he  took  a  leading  part,  lie  was  one  of  the  most  active 
m  introdueing-  the  sy>ieni  of  rotation  e.f  crops,  and  the 
u.e  of  clover,  gyi^suni,  and  lime^  in  th.;  rrnovathai  of 
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worn-out  lamls,  -wliieh  did  so  imu-ii  to  place  Lis  native 
county  in  the  IVont  rank  of  aaTicultural  communities. 
He  was  elected  tlie  iirst  presidfut  of  the  Chester  Co. 
A^irricultnral  Society,  which  was  oriranized  in  1S20. 
Ue  tlied  on  the  2(itli  of  2d  ]uo.,  1S37..  and  was  buried 
in  the  old  hurial-LTound  at  J3irniiii,L:ham. 

Kacliel  I'riee's  Iirst  American  anc<'stor  was  Alphon- 
sus,  son  of  Roger  ami  Klizaijetlj  Kirk,  of  Lura'an, 
Province  of  Ulster,  Ireland.  He  landed  at  James- 
town, Ya.,  li'th  of  1st  mo.,  1GS9,  and  arrived  in  Penu- 
sylvania  on  the  20th  of  3d  mo.  followiiiL'-,  locating- 
,  upon  the  Praiidywiiie. 

Alidjoiisus  married  Ahigail  Sharjdey  12th  mo.  22d. 
1(>02,  hy  whom  lu'  had  (deven  children — thi'  tenth  was 
AA'illiam  Kirk,  the  father  of  Rachel  Price.  IJe  was 
twice  married,  and  ha<l  ninet(^en  children — Rachel  was 
the  sixteenth.  In  very  early  life  she  was  called  to  the 
nnnistry,  in  which  field  >he  continued,  until  tiie  end  of 
her  long  life,  to  la'xM'  with  .simplicity,  earnestness,  and 
abiding  faith.  She  nnnle  extended  religiou-;  journ^'ys 
to  the  Kastern,  W<'-tei'n,  and  Southern  States.  Slii.> 
survived  her  hu.-band  ten  years,  passing  fpiietly  ami 
peacefidly  to  her  heavenly  home,  on  the  Oth  of  Sth  mo., 
1847,  and  was  interred  by  the  side'  of  her  hu-band. 

Upon  the  maternal  siile,  the  most  rt'mote  ance.-tor  of 
wh(»m  there  is  autheniie  reeord  was  IJenjamin  Caidiy, 
of  Thorn,  "^'eirk^hire.  Ilngiand.  IL-  had  three  ehildnii 
—  Benjamin,   Thomas,  and   Mary.      Thoma.-,  as  far  as 
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appears,  wa'^  the  only  one  that  eini.ii-ratud  to  Anierica. 
He  came  over  in  IC,S'.'>.  at  the  a,2T  of  sixteen  yt^ars,  and 
was  ai)])rentici'(l,  In-  "J]ucks'  (Quarterly  ^Icetini:-,''  to 
live  with  his  unele,  Jlrnry  Baker,  for  five  years.  In 
1G90  lie  w:i~  inarried  to  Sarah  Jarvis,  Iiy  whuni  lie  liad 
nine  children,  viz.:  Ucnjaniin,  Sarah,  Klizalicth,  Mary, 
rheljc,  Esther,  TJHjnias,  Jicnjaniin,  and  ?klartha.  His 
Avife  havina*  deceased  in  17U0,  liu  married  ^lary, 
daug'liter  of  Evan  and  Jean  01i\er,  fmm  Hailnor.-liire, 
AYales,  by  whom  he  liad  ei^-lit  children,  viz.:  Jane  (our 
mother's  .irrandmutlier),  Evebeeca,  irannah,  Jor-eph, 
Ixachel,  Oliver,  Ann,  and  Lydia.  'Jdus  wile  died  in 
1721  (X.S.),  and  in  1722  he  married  Jane  rre>ton. 

Thomas  Canby  re.-ided  snme  years  in  Abin^t'jn, 
Montp-omery  County,  then  n]»iin  a  }»art  of  the  "  Lundy 
Tract,"  in  Euekin^iliam,  Bucks  County.  This  lie  sold 
to  Samuel  BJaker,  and  purcha-ed  the  "Scarborough 
Tract,"  in  Soleb\n-y,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
fertile  farms  in  that  valley.  He  sold  this  farm  to  his 
sons  Thniiuis  and  Benjannn,  ami  reinijved  tu  Heath's 
-Mill,  on  the  Creat  Sprinii-  Sti'eam,  near  2ve\v  IL>pe. 
lie  afterward  removed  to  AVilnuniitMn,  Delaware, 
where  his  sun  01i\'er  ha^l  pureha>i'd.  Lie  finally  re- 
turned to  Solelniry,  and  n_'mained  until  his  death,  7iii 
mo.  12th,  1742,  a-eil  seventy-five  years. 

Erom  ThMma^  Canby's  lar-'e  fanuly  of  children  have; 
descended  the  Canb\ >,  Eaceys,  Hamptons,  Smiths, 
El}-s,    Staplers,    CiillInL;-ham.-,    I'axsons,   A\'il>ons,    and 
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Johnsons,  so  lai\ir<'Iy  found  in  the  States  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Xi'W  Jersc}',  l)(la\varo,  ^Maryland,  Yiruinia, 
Oiiio,  and  Indiana, — families  prominent  in  the  admin- 
istration of  affairs  in  the  clinreh  to  whieh  most  of 
them  "were  attached — the  Soeicty  of  Friend.-^,  and  iii 
all  the  relations  of  lit'e  most  I'Xeniiilary. 

Thomas  I'axsnn  and  Jane  Canliv  were  married  in 
1731.  (The  ancestry  of  Thcjmas  I'axson  we  have 
been  unable  to  trace.)*  Tlieir  children  known  to  have 
lived  to  maturity  Avere  Joseph,  Innjamin,  Oliver, 
Kachel,  Jacob  (our  mother's  father),  Jonathan,  and 
Isaiah. 

Jacob  I'axson  was  born  the  sixtli  of  tlic  eleventh 
month,  1T45,  and  on  the  20th  of  sixth  mi>nth,  17GD, 
married  Lydia  Blakey.  They  settled  upon  a  farm  in 
Bucks  County,  upon  the  Delaware  River,  adjoining-  his 
father's.  The  latter  included  an  island  of  an  hundred 
acres,  still  known  as  "Paxson  Island."  Lydia  lived 
but  a  few  years,  IcaviuL!-  him  tw(j  children,  Joshua  and 
Lydia.  The  latter  died  in  early  womanhoijd.  On  the 
thirteenth  of  eleventh  month,  KTT,  Jacolj  marrii'd 
Mary,  daug-hter  of  Jonathan  Shaw  and  his  wife  Sarah 
(Oood),   of   Plam>tead,   Pucks   Co.     ^Mary  was  born

In  ITSo  Jacob  Paxson  sohl  liis  farm  in  Siih'l)Ui'y, 
Bucks  County,  and  ])urchased  a  farm  and  mill  on 
Tacony  Creek,  in  Aliin'/ton,  ^fontgnmery  Co.,  \vhero 
he  resided  until  hi.-  death,  which  occurred  on  the  thir- 
teenth of  seventh  month,  1S3-2,  wlion  on  a  visit  at  the 
home  of  his  sijn-in-law,  William  II.  Jnhnson,  in  Buck- 
ingham, Bucks  Co.  Bi:>Th  he  and  liis  wife  were  in- 
terred in  the  Friends'  15urial  ('iri»und  at  Aliington. 
His  long  life  of  inte--rity,  u-cfulness,  and  L;'eniality  had 
endeared  hiru  to  a  IarL;-e  circle  of  friends.  Of  him  most 
justly  can  Ijc  said,  in  the  lanu'uaire  of  Scri^jture, — as 
was,  by  an  aged  friend,  upon  the  occasion  uf  his  fune- 
ral,— "^lark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upriglit, 
for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace.*' 

Of  his  wife,  our  mother's  mother,  let  tlie  testimony 
of  a  son  speak:  "Verily  inay  it  be  said  i»f  her  that 
'.--he  ate  not  tlie  Vjrcad  of  idlene-s,  but  looked  w.'U  to 
the  ways  of  her  liousehdld.'  She  stood  as  a  shining 
example  at  tiie  head  of  a  numerous  family,  in  her 
neighborhood,  and  in  the  chureh,  and  was  prejjared  for 
the  great  change  that  awaits  all,  having  through  life 
had  an  eyi'  >ingle  to  the  'recompense  of  rewards.' 
She  was  clulhed  with  the  spirit  of  meekiiess,  true 
Chri^-tian  j>olitene.-s,  l)eti,\-olenee,  and  ho-pitalily. 
Her  neighbors  cherished  her  memory,  for  she  was 
ever  iV'iind  amoii._;-  thom  a-  oeea-ion  necurred,  endeav- 
oring to  alk'\  iate,  comfort,  and  elMcr  the  alllii'ted  "
